In response to a question he said 
the First National Co. owed the 
First National Bank approximately 
$1,300,000, for which the company 
had pledged various collateral.

LONDON, June 23.—Australia’s ac- 
ceptance of a wheat acreage reduc- 
tion scheme was all that was lack- 
ing today for the consummation of 
a five-Power agreement described 
as an international enlargement of 
certain provisions of the American 
farm relief bill. 
~ Russia and Argentina are the lat- 
est nations to join Canada and the 
United States in the gigantic pro- 
posal. One part of the plan pro- 
vides for curtailment of acreage, 
perhaps by 15 per cent, by the four 
great exporting countries—Argen- 
Australia, Canada and the 
United States. 

Russia, to the great surprise and 
pleasure of the delegates, joined in 
the other part of the plan to limit 
wheat exports. 

Henry Morgenthau Sr., technical 
adviser to the American World 


‘Economic Conference delegation, 


who has been prime mover in ef- 
forts to enlist the biggest wheat 
producers in the movement for in- 
creasing prices, is confident Aus- 
tralia, too, will join. 

“All that remains now is the set- 
tlement of actuarial details,” Mor- 
genthau asserted. He said the 
plan provided for “reduction of 
acreage and an arrangement as to 
maximum exports.” He hopes also 
that Danubian countries will par- 
ticipate. 

Maxim Litvinoff, Soviet Foreign 
Commissar, accepted the agreement 
on exports, and Thomas Le Breton, 
Argentine representative, accepted 
the entire proposal.

PHILADELPHIA, June 23.—This 
city’s largest known gold holder, 
described by Federal investigators 
as “a wealthy textile manufactur- 
er,” has turned back $120,000 in 
gold coin to a bank. 

Agents for the United States De- 
partment of Justice disclosed the 
action, after threatening to disclose 
the man’s name.

$1,842,000,000 SINCE MARCH

circulation reached a record of $7, 
538,000,000 on March 8, largely be- 
cause of the widespread holding of 
currency resulting from fear in the 
soundness of thé country’s banking 
structure.

AS CO-TRUSTEE OF MO. PAC. | 


Once Received $85,416 as President 
ef Road; Guy A. Thompson 
! to Get $18,000. 

L W. Baldwin, who received $85,- 
416 a year as president of the 
Missouri - Pacific Railroad until 
April 28 when his salary was fixed 
at $40,000 by Federal Judge Faris, 


is to receive $36,000 a year by} 


Faris’ order appointing him co- 
trustee yesterday under the amend- 
ed bankruptcy law. 

There is a possibility, however, 
that the salary, effective July 1, 
will be reduced further, since the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
has suggested that a railroad trus- 
tee should not receive in excess of 
$25,000. Judge Faris said today 
that if the commission definitely 
fixed $25,000 as a maximum salary, 
he would attempt to “straighten 
the matter out.” 

The salary of the other trustee, 
Guy As Thompson, former presi- 
Gent of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, was fixed in the ordér at $18,- 
000 a year, while that of Marion 
C. Early, special master, was fixed 
at $7200. Early was appointed to 
hold hearings in an investigation 
asked by the Reconstruction Fi- 


nance Corporation to determine.

in order to be considered. 

Priority was asked for projects 
on which work can be started at 
once and completed with reason- 
able speed over those that would be 
spread over a relatively long period. 

“This is in order ‘to 
immediate reviyal of employment 
‘and industrial activity,” the board 
said, 

Next it ranked: 

Projects in or. near centers of 
employment as more desirable than 
ones “in areas where the problem 
of unemployment is less acute.” 

Projects “which are integrated 
with other projects into a signifi- 
cant plan,” as against those which 
“are isolated and unreleted.” 

Two prime requisites written by 
the board were: 

“The project should * socially 
desirable in the sense of contribu- 
ting something of value to the 
equipment of the community and 
should not be a mere makeshift to 
supply work. 

“No work should be constructed 
which would require for its main- 
tenance or operation an additional 
outlay by the Federal Govern- 
ment.” 

A labor program designed to get 
as many to work as possible, with 
the proviso that all contracts must 
meet the requirements of: the na- 
tional industrial recovery: law for 
short ‘working hours and fair wage 
scales, was announced. 

“Local labor required for such 
projects and appropriately to be 
secured through employment ser-. 
vices, should so far as possible be 
selected from lists of qualified 
workers submitted by local employ- 
ment agencies designated by the 
United States Employment Ser- 
vice,” the board said.

CUMMINGS SAYS HE WILL CUT

The Internal Revenue Bureau re- 


ported collections for 11 months of 
$1,368,238,226 as compared with 
$1,350,734,652 in the corresponding 
period of the previous year. 
Collections in May aggregated 
$114,754,133, as compared with $89,- 
062,187 in April and $60,013,131 in 


| May, 1932. Taxes on tobacco, beer, 


stock sales and issues, gasoline, lu- 
bricating oils, checks and numer- 
ous minor articles showed business 
in those lines was increasing. 

If the revenue from beer contin- 
ues at the April-May rate, the 
Treasury return from that source 
will approximate $280,000,000 an- 


| nually—considerably more than the 


estimates of Treasury experts be- 
fore the beer law was passed. 

In the 23 days of April when the 
sale of 3.2 per cent beverage was 
legal, the Treasury was replenished 
by $9,138,863, of which $869,000 came 
from special taxes on brewers and 
dealers. The return for May was 
$11,536,026 and $363,704 came from 
the special taxes. 

In addition, the tax on 3.2 per 
cent fermented fruit juices yielded 
$284 in April and $40,874 in May. 

Soft drinks, however, yielded 
$401,518 in April and only $366,005 in 
May. 

Tobacco taxes increaséd $15,217,- 
615 in May as compared with April 
and returned a total of $45,210,301, 
with cigarettes providing most of 
the increase. Cigarettes produce 
$39,044,861 revenue, as compared 
with $24,538,929 the previous month, 
{Both cigars and manufactured - to; 
bacco showed small increases. 

The increased stock market ac- 
tivity was reflected in larger col- 
lections from bond and stock issues 
and conveyances and transfers of 
capital stock. The former returned 
$1,345,701, as compared with $1,075,- 
961 in April. Stock transer collec- 
tions rose from $1,155,237 in April 
to $3,359,279 in May. 

Income taxes declined about $4,- 
000,000 to $15,688,010, while estate 
taxes increased more than $2,000,- 
000 to $3,990,032. Gasoline tax 
showed the resumption of summer 
use of automobiles, increasing from 
$7,982,100 to $12,773,674. The soft 
gg tax dropped $35,000 to $366,- 

The check tax, which had 
showed a decline, increased $400,- 
000 to $3,148,191, and the tax on 
wire and wireless messages 
amounted to $1,607,349, an increase 
of $360,000. The collections on Iw 
bricating oils increased from $1,- 
246,950 in April to $2,066,215.

“Education’s Five-Year Plan.” 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: — 

OUR editorial of June 18, on “Educa- 

tion’s Five Year Plan,” was interest- 
ing and enlightening. Such measures 
should have been instituted long ago, for 
it is well known that today we have a 
tremendous number of bewildered young 
people cluttering up the busy halls of 
the various colleges.. The reason for the 
bewilderment, of course, is failure in 
selecting the right field and making 
preparations for that field. 


_If that were so, all the defense necessary in any 
such case would be to accept assurance that the de- 
fendant had consulted his attorney in good faitirand 
done only what he was told to do. Since the whole 
case in this or any similar instance hinges on crim- 
inal intent, the chance that the Government might 
secure a conviction is too slight for it to waste its 
time trying to recapture such funds. 

In our opinion, the ruling was unsound and against 
public policy. We are further convinced that it is not 
the law, never was the law, and never will be the law. 
Instances in which the courts have accepted pleas 
that acts were by advice of counsel are extremely 
rare in jurisprudence. They are virtually unknown

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AUSTRIA RESISTS THE NAZIS. 


Austria will not go Fascist if diminutive Chancel- 
lor Dollfuss can help it, and he has taken the decisive 
step, certain to be followed by bloodshed, of outlaw- 
ing the Nazi party, which had gained great power in 
his country. Hitler, who heads both Austrian and 
German Nazisyis enraged at this attempt to thwart 
his party’s purpose for “union of all Germans in a. 
greater Reich.” Dollfuss has succeeded in arousing his 
people against the once-popular ‘idea of “anschluss,” 
or union with Germany, pointing to the submergence 
of the German states by the Nazi wave and uphold- 
ing Austria’s right to independence. Since the Nazis 
recognize no border line between the two countries, 
their triumph in Austria would mean an actual, if un- 
official, merger, and the strengthening of their efforts 
to spread the brown-shirt gospel in neighboring , 
nations. 

It cannot be predicted that Dollfuss will succeed 
in his brave attempt to preserve his country, though 
he has the help of an international loan of $40,000,000. 
The present situation is the climax of a long contro- 
versy, in which terrorism, boycott and propaganda 
have been used freely by the Nazi forces. Mussolini, 
Fascist though he is, prefers a weak Austria to a 
powerful Reich on Italy’s northern border. The for- 
mer Allies and the succession states also support 
the Austrian cause. It is a combat that may hold 
the fate of European peace in its outcome. Dollfuss, 
like the Dutch boy at the dike, is holding back the 
forces of destruction.

policy—the policy regulating the quantity 
of money in circulation at any one time— 
and industrial activity. One kind of policy 
genérates prosperity; the other kind creates

- Nowadays, however, 
tract can be added to the juice and 
jelly can be made from many _ 
which formerly were not used be- 
cause they would not “jell.” This 
extract is a commercial product for 


sale at any grocery store. 


Preparé small lots of fruit at a 
time, and carry the process —2 
promptly. Cook the fruit in a 
specified quantity of water, ac- 
cording to the kind of fruit. Ex- 
cess water has to be cooked out 
and this results in overcooking the 
fruit. Apples, crabapples, quinces 
and wild grapes need one cup of 
water to the pound of fruit, or wa- 
ter to cover. Currants and concord 
grapes need only one-fourth cup 
of water, or none; gooseberries 
need one-fourth cup, blackberries 
and black raspberries, one-fourth 
cup if the fruit is firm, none if the 
fruit is soft. Red raspberries need 
no water, cranberries, on the other 
hand, need three cups. 


Time. 

Use a broad, flat-bottomed ket- 
tle, to get concentrated juice 
quickly, and stir to prevent scorch- 
ing. Crush soft fruits to start the 
flow of juice. Count time only 
after the fruit begins to boil. Ber- 
ries, currants and grapes need five 
to 10 minutes to cook soft; apples 
and quinces need about 25 to #0 
minutes—all depending on the 
firmness of the fruit. 

Pour the hot cooked fruit at once 
into a jelly bag of canton flannel 
or of two or three thicknesses of 
good quality cheesecloth. Let the 
juice drip out; do not squeeze the 
bag. When the drops are few and 
far between press the bag lightly to 
start the flow again. 

Some fruits, such as currants and 
crabapples, are so rich in jelly- 


making power that two extractions |’ 


of juice can be made from the fruit 
pomace. As soon as juice ceases 
to drip from the pomace after the 
first cooking, turn it back into the 
kettle, barely cover with water, boil 
again and extract the juice exactly 
as the firs§§{time. Some jelly mak- 
ers mix thé fruit juice of the first 
and second extractions and make it 
into jelly. Others prefer to keep 
the two extractions separate and 
make jelly from each lot. If all the 
juice has good color and strong 
jelly making power there is little 
choice. 

Use granulated white sugar, and 
make up six to eight cups of juice 
into jelly at a time. This will make 
12 to 14 glasses of jelly, a quantity 
which is convenient to handle and 
which boils down quickly to the 
jellying stage. Because of the 
short cooking it retains the fresh 
fruit flavor and color and makes 
jelly of the best texture. 

Measure sugar and juice accurate- 
ly and use the following proportions 
for the given fruit: Crabapplés, cur- 
rants, gooseberries, and wild grapes, 
one cup of sugar to one cup of 
juice. Apples, blackberries, black 
raspberries, cranberries, wild goose 
plums, quinces and red raspberries, 
three-fourths of sugar to 1 up of 
juice. Ooncord grapes take three- 
fourths to one cup of sugar to one 
cup of juice. 

J 


elly Test. : 
To boil down for the jelly test, 
heat the fruit juice and sugar quick- 
ly to boiling, again using a large 
flat-bottomed kettle that permits 
rapid evaporation. Stir only until 
the sugar is dissovled, no more. 
Boil rapidly until the jelly test 
is reached. For this test, dip a large 
spoon into the boiling sirup, and 
life up the spoon so that the sirup 
runs off the side. As. the sirup 
cooks down it reaches a stage when 
it no longer runs off the spoon in 


a steady stream, but separates into/ 


two distinct lines of drips, which 

“sheet” together. Stop the cook- 
ing, as soon as the boiling syrup 
gives this “sheeting off” test. 

Let the hot syrup stand in the 
kettle while lifting clean jelly 
glasses from boiling water. . Then 
skim off the film from the hot 
jelly, and pour into the hot glasses

Louis .Joseph, Boston antique 
dealer and father of the youth, and 
Mrs. Joseph went, to the summit 
Wednesday and waited as the 
search progressed.

Hay said St. Louis should get at 
least one-third of any allotment of 
road funds made to Missouri mu- 
nicipalities. The St. Louis officials 
hope to get a reversal of the pol- 
icy announced by the Missouri 
State Highway Commission, which 
lately told Street Director McDe- 
vitt that St. Louis would not get 
a cent of the Federal road aid. 

President’s Ruling on Fund. 

Donald H. Sawyer, Federal Ad- 
ministrator of Public Works, told 
the St. Louis officials that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in a recent execu- 
tive order, ruled that the Federal 
road aid fund could be shared by 
municipalities.

‘ Getting Over Shocks 
HE. most protected child through 
chance may witness a street ac- 
cident and see someone cut and 

badly injured. Or he may be taken 

to the doctor where all sorts of 
painful, unprecedented things are 
done to his body. 

An operation may be necessary 
and there is the frightening experi- 
ence of the anesthetic and _ the 
waking to pain and violent illness. 

Again someone very important to 
the child mbhy die and he is ‘faced 
with a sudden strange lack in his 
environment which gives him mo- 
mentarily an acute feeling of help- 
lessness and deprivation. Or he 
may get lost and experience a panic 
of fear before he finds mother or 
discovers his way home. 


All these experiences cause psy- 
chic shocks which the child must 
somehow overcome. It is a mistake 
to tell him to forget and to forbid 
him to talk about them. Fort: 
though the shocking memory is 
repressed out of consciousness, it 
remains to exercise a hurtful influ- 
ence in the child’s emotional life, 
giving rise perhaps to a series of 
apparently causeless fears and all 
sorts of peculiar actions, 

When the child has experienced 
a shock he should talk about it as 
muchas he likes. In thus familar- 
izing himself with the experience 
he gradually feels less horror. It is 
a good thing, too, if he chooses to 
live over again the experience in 
his play. ‘Usually when he does 
this he takes the active part, in- 
stead of the suffering part he 
played in real life. 

Thus in dramatizing his expéri- 
ence with the doctor he is the doc- 
tor, while a doll or a playmate is 
the patient. The greater the orig- 
inal shock the longer it will take 
the child to assimilate it and the 
more often he will have to play the 
game in which he lives it over. _

Sciatic Pain 

HE sciatic nerve is the longest 
Teerve in the body. It arises in 
“™ the region of the small of the 
back. and runs by a devious route 
down the full length of the leg. 
It is reasonable, therefore, to ex- 
pect that this nerve would be espe- 


cially Hable to irritation and inju- 


ries. 
The term sciatica is applied to a 
variety of painful conditions affect- 
ing ‘the nerve in the region of the 
thigh, hip and. other portions of 
its course. Sciatic pains are classi- 
fied medically into those of so-called 
unknown origin and those which are 
due to factors affecting the bony 
and muscular structure primarily. 
In many cases of sciatic pain 
there is a definite history of injury, 
due either to a fall or a strain, Thé 
pain may also appear after expo- 
sure. | 

At times sciatic pains are associat- 
ed with constitutional or systematic 
conditions, such as diabetes, syphi- 
lis and gout. It may also be due to 
80-call toxic neuritis, developed 
secondarily to chronic alcoholism or 
to lead or arsenic poisoning. 
Disturbances in the circulatory 
system may lead to sciatic pain. 
Among these may be listed arte- 
rio-sclerosis and the relatively rare 
disease, obliterating endarteritis. 
Tumors of the spinal cord and in 
other portions of the nervous sys- 
tem may also produce sciatic pain. 

The nature of the pain varies, It 
may be constant and may come in 
spasms. It may be aggravated by 
exercise or become worse after the 
patient has been sitting for a time. 
Sciatic pains may last for weeks, 
months or even years. Recovery 
may be spontaneous. 

The treatment for sciatic pain 
are numerous. : 

Where there is an underlying sys- 
temic disease adequate treatment 
of that may bring relief. Under 
other circumstances local treatment 
applied directly to the sciatic nerve 
may be necessary. Such treatments 
may’include diathermy, surgery and 
injections of’ various kinds.
